Gene Tunney Tells Yale 
Class About Shakspeare 


Champion Wonders if Bard of Avon Would 
Have Been a Boxing Fan—Read Him 
First in Army. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 23.— 
Gene Tunney, heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world, accepting an in- 
vitation from Prof. William Lyon 
Phelps, head of the English de- 
partment of Yale University, spoke 
to the professor’s class today. 

The champion’s arrival at the 


university was unheralded. It was 
not until shortly before the hour 
for the class that members of it 
knew Tunney would be there. Gen- 
eral admittance of the student body 
to the classroom was denied. 

Tunney was received enthusiast- 
ically when he was introduced by 
Prof. Phelps. He immediately took 
up his talk on literature and began 
with reference to his own study of 
Shakspeare. He said his first ac- 
quaintance with the author came 
while he was in France when a 
doughboy, a company clerk, talked 
about Shakspeare continually. 

“There must be something to this 
man Shakspeare,” Tunney said he 
thought, as he listened to - the 
doughboy’s talk. “I thought, ‘if a 
company clerk can stick tenacios- 
ly to studying him, I think I will 
give it a try.’ 

“The first book I got for myself 


was ‘Winter’s Tale,’ and after read- 
ing the first act, I could not under- 
stand its meaning. It made me mad, 
and I began to realize that there 
were too many thoughts spoken in 
a few words. My mind had not 
expanded to that extent. I was 
forced to read it 10 times before I 
got the meter, and then my first 
whole-hearted interest began.” 

“IT am not a great scholar,’ the 
champion went on to say, “but I 
have much appreciation of the 
g00d works of this author. Man- 
kind is much better off for what 
Shakspeare has contributed.” 

He said the thought occurred to 
him whether Shakspeare would be 
ua boxing fan or not. 

“I wonder whether he woull 
have liked me ’~> have rise in the 
seventh round when I was down 
in my, last battle with IMempsey ?” 
he asked. 

“Knowledge is a fine thing to 
have, and thé finest way to acquire 
it is to get it yourself. Lilea bor- 
ing champion, the muscles must 
not be left idle and if the brain is 
not exercised and strained occa- 
sionally; it will not function 
properly.

The relief plane left Detroit Fri- 
day morning and reached Lake St. 
Agnes in one hop, 800 miles, in 
about nine hours. Floyd Bennett, 
in charge of the expedition, fell ils 
there of pneumonia and had to be 
taken to a hospital in Quebec. 
Balchen pushed on yesterday to 
Seven Island and madevan early 
start this morning for Greenly 
Island. 

The plane carried a propeller, 
both ski and wheel landing gear 
and various other parts for the 
Bremen, as well as a supply cf 
fuel. Maj. Fitzmaurice, who flew 
out to civilization to get aid for his 
German comrades, Baron vor 
Huenefeld and Capt. Koehl, alss 
packed into the relief plane food, 
clothing and smoking materials for 
the marooned aviators. 

With Balchen and Fitzmaurice in 
the plane on the final leg of its 
flight were a New York newspaper 
man and a Junkers mechanic who 
was to help in reconditioning the 
Bremen, damaged in landing after 
the ocean flight a week ago last 
Friday. 


Bennett’s Wife Visits Him at Hos- 
pital in Quebec.

They landed on a vast field of even 
ice, a good landing as far as the 
aviators were concerned, but with 
slight damage to their plane. 

The arrival of the two daring 
flyers who had come ‘across. “the 
top pf the world’ electrified the 
handful of men comprising the lo- 
cal population which en masse pro- 
ceeded to do them honor. Chief 
Ihlen of the Green Harbor wire 
less station welcomed them in the 
name of the town and congratu- 
lated them upon their successful 
crossing of the Arctic spaces, while 
every flag in the place was run 
aloft in greeting to the airmen. 

Both in Good Health. 

Despite their trying experiences, 
Capt. Wilkins and Lieut. Elelson 
told their welcomers that they were 
not tired. Both looked in the best 
of health and they were taken in- 
doors before a good fire and given 
a hearty welcoming dinner.

Peary’s route from 


Risked Being Left Behind but Managed to 
Clamber Aboard — Striking Story of 
Flight Across Top of World.

SPITZBERGEN, by way of 
Copenhagen, Denmark, April 23 
(by the Exchange Telegraph, Scan- 
dinavian rights reserved). — Capt. 
George 'H. Wilkins started from 
Point Barrow, Alaska, Sunday, 
April 15, at 10 o’clock in_ the 
morning Alaskan time (2 p. m. St. 
Louis time). 

The starting place had to be al- 
tered as the runway proved _ too 
short for the heavily-loaded ma- 
chine which weighed 2022 poynds 
and carried a cargo of about 4050 
pounds. It required a runway at 
least a mile and a quarter long. 
The machine needed a speed of 50 
miles an hour before it could rise. 
A new runway was covered with 
loose snow and this was trodden 
down for a width of only five feet 
so that exact steering was neces- 
sary to prevent a crash. The ice 
also had to be leveled. 

Capt. Wilkins, during his flight. 
passed places at which Rear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Peary had been. 
He sighted Grant Land and passed 
about 300 miles east of the North 
Pole. The weather was fine with 
little fog. “ee 

Throughout the trip he main- 
tained an average altitude of 1000 
feet, but at times it was necessary 
to ascend to 3500 feet in order to 
get above the banks of clouds. He 
sighted no land that had not been 
discovered previously and _ there 
were no signs of animal! life on the 
ice. 
Landed to Avoid Storm. 


Capt. Wilkins succeeded in tak- 
ing observations 200 miles from 
Svalbard (Spitzbergen), but the 
visibility then became too bad. Ap- 
proaching Svalbard the two-point- 
ed peaks of Prince Karl Promon- 
tory were his efirst sight of. land 
near his destination. 

A violent storm was raging at 
the time and Capt. Wilkins h»d to 
make a hurried attempt to I .nd. 
This was made exceedingly diffi- 
cult and dangerous by svdaden 
gusts of wind. But a landing 
eventually was made near a boat 
in the neighborhood of Dead Man's 
Island. The airplane came to a 
standstill after a run of about 30 
feet in loose snow. 

The airmen then had been fily- 
ing 21 hours at a speed of more 
than 100 miles an hour. 

For steering purposes, ‘Cupt. 
Wilkins found the ordinary mag- 
netic compass very useful and in 
addition used a sun compass. He 
had been supplied with a special 
map of the polar region by he 
American Geographical Sock ty. 
but was able only to get a very 
rough map of Spitsbergen. Con- 
sequently the navigation of che 
plane was remarkable in vir:w of 
its landing in Svalbard, only about 
five: miles south of King’s Pay, 
the place originally decided upon 
and where Capt. Wilkins expected 
to meet the Italian explorer, Cen. 
Umberto Nobile. 

Capt. Wilkins and Lieut. Eiejson 


were held up more than five days 
on dead man's island by a storm 


of unusual severity for this time 
of the year. Snow was falling al- 
most continuously and the high 
wind continuously changed its di- 
rection. ‘The thermometer regis- 
iered 45 degrees below zero and 
the two airmen could do nothing 
while marooned on the island. They 
had to spend their time in the 
plane for the sake of its warmth. 
Their food supply, consisting of 
pemmican, biscuits, malted milk 
and chocolate, was sufficient for 
six months and they had some 
cigarettes. 

For the five days the airmen 
were able to rest after their long 
journey in preparation for the ar- 
duous task of digging their ma- 
chine out of the snow as soon a 
they should be able to resume the 
flight. The small quantity of gas- 
oline remaining also had to be 
pumped into the upper tanks. ; 


Had to Push Plane. 

Last Saturday morning at 3 
o’clock they decided that condi- 
tions were good for getting off 
again. On two occasions the mo- 
tor started at full speed, but the 
machine did not move. At the 
third attempt Capt. Wilkins got 
out of the cockpit and holding to 
@ rope attached to the plane 
pushed the machine to give it the 
necessary inipetus to rise. In this 
way they succeeded in starting, but 
to the pilot it seemed a long time 
before he heard Wilkins’ voice 
yelling: “‘On board again.” 

It had been arranged that if 
Capt. Wilkins was unable to clam- 
ber into the machine, Elelson was 
to proceed and obtain assistance. 
In case of such eventuality, the 
Captain had provided himself with 
a tent and food. There was great 
risk, in addition, that in _ falling 
back on the snow Capt. ilkins 
might cripple himself had he 
failed to gain a secure hold or to 
clamber back into the machine. 

The plane got off successfully, 
and when the height ef 1000 feet 
was. reached, Barentzburg was 
sighted and the Mast of the wire- 
less station could be seen. The 
landing was made there at 11 
‘o'clock in the morning. The ma- 
chine had been seen approaching 
and all hands at the station had 
turned out and hurried excitedly 
to the landing place. 

Tarpaulin Protects Plane. 

It was extremely fortunfe for the 
airmen that they landed where 
they did as had they descended at 
Kings Bay, as originally planne?. 
they would have found the wireless 
station there discontinued from 
April 15, when the operator died in 
an accident.

The racer belched smoke, back- 
fired and zigzagged down the 
course, but when it struck the 
measured mile it was roaring.

Keech was grinning as he drove 
back to the pit and when the offi- 
cial two-day average of 207.55 
miles an hour was announced he 
yelled: 

“Boy, howdy! I never did so 
much running in all my life.”

The knowledge that, as we sit here 
on our ice-bound island home just 
off the coast of Labrador, the 
United States has extended  s0 
warm a hand of welcome to us 
across the divide that separates us 
from our destination. 

New York has been gratifying, 
indeed. Irom your President him- 
self, from the highest officials of 
your country and from cities 
throughout the United States, in- 
vitations and congratulations have 
poured in upon us, until we are 
literally overwhelmed with them, 
and our good friend Barrett, the 
wireless operator of Point Amour, 
has been at his key almost night 
and day since first the Bremen 
landed from the clouds above this 
island receiving all these expres- 
sions ef friendship and help. that 
have come to us from every corner 
of your country and all countries. 

Grateful to Canada, 

The Canadian people, too, have 
inundated us with fritndship and 
poor Barrett's task of receiving all

Sradual participation of the peopie. di- 
rectly atd indirectly, in the business ef guv- 
ernment, and the breaking dewn sf the bar- 
mers which hitherte have prevenied indi- 
vidual men and women from reaching the 
highest posts in legislation or administration 
——Mmust necessarily involve the decline of a 
privileged class. It may be breught a out 
by a revolution, the establishment of a re- 
public or some other nationa! upheaval. 
It may be brought about by a natural evo- 
lution through which the rapid strengthen- 
ing of democratic elements*leads .o the de- 
terioration and gradual exclusian of all in- 
terests inimical to their full devzlopment. 
Great Britain affords in interesting illus- 
tration of the latter method. The change 
began as far back as 1832, whe. by the 
Reform Bill, the House of Commons was 
freed from its abject dependence on the 
House of Lords—the strengheoid of British 
aristocracy. 

At the end of the eighteenth century, 
more than three hundred members of the 
House of Commons were virtually returned 
by the tmfluence of a hundred and sixty 
persons—landowners and borough-mongers 
most o, them members of the House of 
Lerds. A table drawn up in 1816 states 
that eut ef @ House ef six hundred and 
Sftr-eicht members, three hundred were

nominated Dy peers, and one hundred and 
seventy-one by commoners. In 1827 the 
bumber of members nominated by the ber- 
ough-mongers was close to three hundred. 
By the provisions of the Reform Bill not 
oniy was the franchise extended, but fifty. 
Six rotten boroughs were swept away. 

To some extent, the House of Commons, 
which had become free and independent, re- 
flected in its membership the changes in 
social and industrial development; with the 
result that there was a decline .n aristo- 
cratic membership and a corresponding in- 
crease in middle-class and working-class 
representation.

‘“onstituted a formidable acquisition to 


the House. Their training and equipment 
were of a far more serious 


kind than that 
to which the House had hithrerto Been ac- 
customed. Soon they captured the majority 
of posts in the Government itself, und even 
Conservative party. with -ts aristo- 
cratic traditions, their services were found 
be indispensable. Lastly, the working 
ciass gradually gained a feothoid in the 
House. At first a few trade unionists came 
in as Liberals: but a Labor movement was 
formed, gained ground rapidly. .nd wuiti- 
mately 1906 an independent party of 
Labor representatives found a place in the 
new House of Commons, and came into ex- 
istence as an organized political iorce. 
But while these extremely sagnificant 
changes were taking place in the ommons, 
the House of Lords, unlike -ny other insti- 
tution in the whole c wntrr, readzxiined un- 
changed an@ quite unaffected wy outside 
circumstances. Its stagnation snd* imme. 
bility naturally made ‘t increasingly hostile 
te democratic advance. The aumber of 
Liberal peers, or peers who could remain 
Liberal under social pressure. gradually di- 
minished. Since the Reform Bill twe hun- 
dred nd fifty-three peers were :reated by 
Liberal Prime Minis: »rs alon®,. ard vet in 
1911 a barc seventy could be found who. as 
Liberals, would support a Liberal Governa- 
nent.

HE Howse of Lords. which centinued

| Recipes of a Bon Vivant 


Favorite Old Formulas, Col- 
lected by Joseph Leiter, 
Chicago Millionaire, and 
Published by Him for Cir- 
culation Among His 
Friends. 


GREEN FOODS 
At this season of the year, when 
che troep and grass are srowirg 
one’s appetite turns natur- 
ally to green foods. Palates jaded 
with heavy winter viands crave the 
freshness of crisp vegetables, and 
the chapter on vegetables in the 
Joseph Leiter collection of favorite 
recipes, therefore, has an added 
appeal. This chapter is‘the most 
Jengthy in the book, occupying 40 
pages and listing 4 total of 260 
recipes. There are 33 recipes for 
Irish potatoes alone. In the 21 
recipes for beans of all kinds the 
only familiar dish not present is 
the famous New England piece de 
resistance, Boston baked beans, 
One wonders how this favorite 
happened to be omitted, especially 
when practically every other 
‘ kyvown vegetable with almost every 
conceivable method of preparation 
is to be found on the list. 

In prefacing the list of vege- 
table recipes, Mr. Leiter agrees 
fully with the most modern of the 
dieticians as to the value and im- 
portance of vegetables in our daily 
menu, and recommends the ap- 
proved scientific method of prep- 
aration in most cases, but he does 

._ dress the vegetables up in sauces 
_and garnishings that are altogether 
unfamiliar to the average Ameri- 
can cook, and announces at the 


. gtart that most of the recipes given 


are from Continental or Southern 
(meaning Creole) sources. He 
recommends the use of fresh vege- 
tables in preference to the canned 


~ ones, if the former are procurable, 


but suggests canned vegetables 
rather than none at all because, 
‘he says, vegetables should form 
“the basis of every dinner, no mat- 
-ter how simple the meal. *

Continuing his foreword Mr. 
Leiter gives a little dissertation, 
whith he heads “Advice Concern- 
ing Vegetables.”’ In this he advises 
befreshing most vegetables in cold 
water after boiling and before 
dressing for serving, and cooking 
in uncovered vessels. He alSo em- 
phasizes the need for careful prap- 
arntion of the vegetable for cook- 
ing before plunging it into the boil- 
ing water. In the matter of spin- 
ach, that vegetable we hear so 
much about nowadays from the 
dieticians, he says the spring spin- 
ach .is not so nice as that coming 
in the fall of the year, because it 
is tougher and has a less delicate 
flavor. He recommends, therefore, 
chopping spring spinach and press- 
ing it through a sieve before serv- 
ing, but using the fall spinach in 
branches and with very simple sea- 
soning. 

Cauliflower, he declares, should 


be cooked uncovered and should 


not be refreshed in cold water. It 
can be prepared in several ways— 
in salad, a la Bechamel, au gratin, 
or sautered in butter, for example. 

Asparagus should be freed from 
outer leaves before being 
cooked, and then should be cooked 
in boiling salted water for from 


~ °20 or 30 minutes. When done it 


* 
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should be plunged into clear cold 
water, drained and dressed on a 
grill or a napkin. The French p e- 
fer asparagus cold with vinegar or 
warm with a Sauce Mousseline. 
Here is one of the best of the six 
recipes for the preparation of as- 
paragus: 

When it is possible to get fresh 
asparagus wash it carefully in cold 
water, cut off the tough nds, 
Scrape the white part well and 
soak in cold water for half an 
hour. Then tie it in small bundles 
and put in a porcelain-lined sauce- 
pan, pour boiling water over it and 
wt it cook for 20 minutes. Add a 
teaspoon of salt and cook for an- 
other 10 minutes. Take it up care- 
fully, drain off all the water and 
lay in the distt on a folded napkin, 
Serve with a drawn butter sauce. 
Canned asparagus requires to be 
simply set on the stove and allowed 
-to heat in the opened can which 
has been placed in a pan of boiling 
water. Drain it well, take out of 
the can by turning it downward in 
a dish and letting it slide gently 
ovt. 

FRENCH ARTICHORES BOILED. 

Strip off the coarse outer leaves 
of 6 tender fresh artichokes, or 
cut the stalks ciose with a pair of 
scissors, trimming off the sharp 
points from the leaves (removing 
about a quarter of an inch from 
each). Cut the stalks about an 
inch from the bott6ém. Throw the 
artichokes into cold water with a 
little vinegar added to draw out 
any lurking insects, and was 
thoroughly. Then put them into 
a bot of boiling water in which

STRING BEANS WITH CREAM 
SAUCE, 


This is a method of preparing | 


the young string beans much fa- 
vyored in the New England and 
Eastern States: 

String and wash 2 quarts of ten- 
der string beans. 
break the blossom end and pull it 
backward, removing the string. 
Then pare the thin strip from the 
other end of the bean pod. It is 
only in this way that you will be 
sure to get every particle of the 
string. Let the beans stand in 
clear Cold water about 10 minutes. 
Place in a saucepan of slightly 
salted boiling water and cover and 
let them boil for an hour. Beans 
absorb salt very readily and the 
water therefore should not be too 
heavily salted. When done drain 
off the water. 

Take a tablespoon of butter and 
one of flour and blend well.

preparation of cabbage are meth- 
ods for boiling, stuffing, stewing, 
frying and creaming this vegetable. 
One that is especially timely in 
this early spring season is that 
for creamed cabbage. 

Take a fine, delicate head of 
white cabbage, cut it in quarters 
and soak in cold water for an hour. 
Remove all the hard parts and 
shred the remainder. Put this into 
a stewing pan and cover with boil- 
ing water. Season with pepper 
and galt, let it boil for 30 minutes 
and then turn into « colander to 
drain. Have ready a heated dish. 
Turn the cabbage inte this and 
pour over it a cream sauce. 

So accustomed are we in Amer- 
ica to thinking of mushrooms as a 
garnish rather than a  separat2 
dish, that we rarely class them 
as vegetables, yet such they really 
are, and as such are listed among 
a varied set of recipes in the Leiter 
book. Of the number two only 
will be given here: Champignons 
Sautes sur Canapes (Mushrooms 9n 
Toast), and Stewed Mushrooms a 
l’'Espagnole—in the order mta- 
tioned. 

Drain one pint of mushrooms 0: 
their liquor, place in a stewpan 
with a tablespoon of butter, season 
to taste with pepper and salt, cover 
and cook for 10 minutes, tossing 
constantly. Add the juice of a 
lemon and a teaspoon of chopped 
parsley. Place six slices of toast 
on a dish, garnish this with mush- 
rooms and serve hot. 

One Pint or one can of mush- 
rooms, three tablespoons of olive 
oil, one tablespoon of chopped 
parsley, one clove of garlic, one 
tablespoon of chives, once dozen 
whole peppers, salt and black pep- 
per to taste. Drain the mushrooms 
of their liquor, cut them in lozenge- 
shaped pieces, put them in a dish 
and sprinkle with the olive oil, salt 
and pepper. Let them soak in this 
marinade for fully two hours, they 
take them out, put them in a 
saucepan and stew for 10 minutes. 
Make a sauce of three tablespoons 
of olive oil, the clove of garlic, the 
peppers minced fine, and the 
minced chives, and blend well. Add 
this to the mushrooms and let them 
saute for five minutes on a very 
slow fire. Do not boil. Serve hot.

But that does not 
mean that it causes the arterial 
change. And that it igs responsible 
for tuberculosis, or dyspepsia, there 
is no evidence whatever. 

Exercise and fresh air are sup- 
posed to be the sovereign auz- 
menters of long life.
